When 
(iod inspired pcraons to apeak to their 
fellows about their future, be give them 
aomething more important to talk about, 
than the height, color of eyes, hair, Ac , 
of a husband or wile. To talk al-out 
ibe shuffling of cards, turning ol cups, 
I ..r the mnmbling over obscure i I un- 
meaning senlercea revealing the future 
ia amply a burlesque upon HaMMw sense 
On a level with the foregoing, is mod- 
ern /iuM doctoring. Many good people 
are ready to lift their bands in holy hor- 
ror at the slightest disparaging remark 
upon thia eulsject. Many have for these 
faith doctors, a sort of holy reverence 
and to express a want of confidence in 
their ability, ia regurded, by such, as aac« 
religioua. If these men do what they 
profesa to do— (and what many ol them 
believe they do.) remove diseaac without 
the use of means— they perform miracles 
But. con fAry da thin » Tbey themselves, 
eny no. Tbey taake no such pretension*. 
And yet, if they do what many think 
they do, and that they themselves fry to 
do, it ia really a miracle. Sometimes the 
cmch i Menda of faith doctors tell ua they can 
perforin miracles, and refer to the Bible 
to sustain it. Thoee who cured disease 
without the u»e of means relerred to in 
the Bible, gave Cod credit of the cure— 
lo be superhuman— a 
,ve men whom be inspir- 
ed to speak his word, the power to per> 
lorm miracle* in attestation ol the truths 
they uttered. But with the establish* 
mei t of the will of God, the necessity lor 
miracles ceased, and the power to |ier- 
forru them is now withheld. The super 
stilioue Loking to faith doctor* for help, 
is often more than a foolish waste ol time. 
Diaeaaed action that might, with the use 
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fered to go beyond control, and serious 
injury or death may be, the rcsujt. To 
the superstitious reverance of many per. 
sons upon this subject, there seems not to 
be scarcely any bound*. Take this case

But said the 
father, "it* no use talking lhat way, we 
know you ili-f, ami we Ihink a bird that 
can sing and won't sing should be made 
to sing." Finally, after much expostula- 
tion, to get rid of the man. and thinking 
lhat would end the subject, the preacher 
said: 'Oh, 1 caa do a* much lor your 
wile's shoulder aa I did for the child." — 
The man was *ati*fi-.-d and lift. But lo 
the preacher's sreat astonishment, in a 
few weeks a good si-terin hi* neighbor- 
hood called on him, saying: You cured 
lhat burned child and the pain in ita 
mother'* shoulder, now I want v«'tl to fry 
for lliiaanelling on my necK." Tins on- 
ly show* how strongly tho mind* of the 
people are inclined to superstition. — 
Look what grew out ol the little coinci 
dence ol the cessation of pain alKiut the 
time lhat preacher looked at the burned 
child. Some of his neighbor s think him 
unkind and ungenerous that he does not 
publicly proclaim himself a faith doctor. 

Some persons would be shocked at the 
carrying of a hoe or spade into the house. 
It indicates grave digging. Bad luck to 
seethe niw moon the first lime, through 
brush, or over the left shoulder Per- 
jons are troubled by many such foobsh 
things as these All such notions have 
their origin in superstition.

Fourteen miles Soullieaai of liawling 
Green, Ky , is a cavern more extraordi- 
nary and wondeeiul than the Mammoth 
Cave. Th» entrance lo this most mys 
teriou* r 11 ' bTOiil of a porpendic- 

,,v.r height, made almost inaccessible by 
viues. brambles and densely growing for- 
est trees. Trammel's enters Drake's 
creek just above the strange aperture to 
unknown depth and impenetrable dark- 
ness below. This adytum is ten feet 
long and lour leet wide, and 
the chasm seems to yawn, and it* great 
mouth i* horrible to contemplate. Kude 
people in the vicinity call it "Hell's 
Hole." or the ' Indian's Pit.'' 

From the raeasureles* abyss there is- 
sues, ceaseless as the lapse of hours, and 
ilavs, and years, a volume of mist On 
cold, cl.ar, frosty morning", it rises in 
spiral columns far above* the tree-top*, 
an. i, BnujaBauatak w as bbbbbuMbbj and 
ing in the sunlight, it floats away and is 
lost in llis clouda. At aome unknown 
icriod in the world'a history mother 
earth breathed heavily, and great bowl- 
ders, worn round and smooth a* if ground 
by faction when ti|iheld by currents of 
air, and falling back again and agair, lilt 
ed up and rubbed by Other etones. Cover 
the hillside and have rolled from the 
cavern's mouth into the valley below. 

Teople living near by tell that in Fall 
and winter the heavy stentorious breath- 
ings from the cavern are much warmer

This latliomless pit 
grows wider in its downward course, and 
nothing living or inanimate that has enter- 
ed ever found exit Hot the fawtest echo 
was ever heard when great stones have 
been rolled into the awful depth of this 
decensu* Averni If such ma»-ive bowl- 
der* had encountered any object within 
miles of the entrance the sound produced 
would have been surely borne to listeners 
above by the slroiii, steady air-current. 

1'he impression fixed from childhood lo 
age, that the solid Msfth must be forever 
immovable as the sun and stars and blue- 
vault above our heads, is surely shaken 
when one stands in the presence ol such 
demonstrable hollow ne-s and emptiness as 
this. Very much the same sensation* 
AS*, excited when standing at the pit's 
mouth as when an earthquake shakes 
land and sea and makes men and women 
shudder. When, not long ago, it was 
sought to ascertain the depth, of the 
chasm, a heavy weight was attached to a 
strong cord, the lead went down, down, 
down, till the line and plummet had 
measured the greatest possible dupth, 
but no sound came back to tell of the end 
of unutterable hollowness below. The 
weight, when withdrawn, was unsoiled. 
and by the moisture on ita surface show- 
elf that in its descent and ascent it touch- 
ed nothing but mist and darkness. The 
very hollowness of life and its evanescent 
pleasures are almost illustrated in phy si- 
cal facts discovered everywhere in Ken- 
lucky and Tennessee.

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The early history of T««aa ia full of 
thrilling incidents. The settlers of lhat 
State had to risk life almost daily. The 
frontier was the scene of danger, and 
deed* of during were ua familiar aa house- 
hold word* to those un.lanr.ted men who 
lived on the bonier line between advanc- 
ing civiliaalion and retreating savageiam. 

In after life, when their courage and 
industry hud surrounded them with cul- 
tivated Held* nnd vast herds of cattle, 
thev would It* 1 1 of the dangers incident lo 
their early day* on lha frontier One 
such talc we recently read in a MA 
made up of anecdotes and stories of life 
in Texas. 

Adam Laurence settled iu Texas, near 
the head waters of the Trinity River. In 
the summer of IMS, he, with three other 
men, went out ou the prairies to catch 
mustangs 

In those days, wild horse*, or mustangs, 
frequented the vast plains of uninhabited 
Texaa, and their capture was one of the 
sports of the frontier It was also profit- 
able hunting. 

A few expert riders, mounted upon 
strong and fleet horses, would go out lor a 
day's liiusianging, and return with a 
score of wild horses. Each rider carried 
a strong lasso On discovering a herd of 
mustangs, the hunters would carefully 
approach to within a short distance of 
them. Then making a dash each man 
would throw bis lasso over tie neck of a 
mustang. The contest was sharp and 
exciting, but after half an lour s battle 
of pulling and hauling, the buiter would 
generally conquer 

Ad. Laurence, as be waa cal.'ed, and bis 
companiona, had ridden ten mile* on ihe 
prairie. Suddenly ihey discovered a herd 
of mu«tang* feeding, a mile or eo di*tant 
Cautiously thev approached the horses, 
about oue hundred in number, who show- 
ed no signs of lear. Ad. noticed this sin- 
gular fact, and was remarking it to his 
companions, when suddenly by each pony 
up sprang an Indian. At a jump they 
mounted and rode for the hunters, coiling 
their lariats as they rode 

There was no lime for concealment 
TVs hunters mnde a straight sboot for 
Ihe nearest settlement, about tea miles ofl 
For the first three miles the hunters held 
their own, and even gained a little on their 
pur*iier* Then the India* ponies began 
to show their bottom. 

' I tell you," eaid Ad., in narrating the 
adventure, "you have no idea how much 
— - -* « as! nut of ll.em mustangs 

Instead of being a weight to them, thry 
seem to help them aloi and they keep 
up such a powerlul yelling, 'pears like 
you might have heard them to Bed 
river.'' 

Suddenly Ihe Indians divided, the half 
striking off to the left. The hunters 
found out the reason, as tbey came to the 
bank of a deep ravine, jp which, a* it 
could not lie cro-sed, the; must go. The 
Indians knew every inch of th* ground, 
and while one party made arraieht lor 
the head of the ravine, ihe other struck 
in below the hunters, to cut them off in 
that direction. 

'•'Twa* no use talking, said Ad., "we 
had to ride about a qiurter of a mile to 
the left, right in their very face*, and 
bead lhat branch My nag was still tol- 
erably fresh. The othtrs were beirin- 
ni"g to blow right smartly. I rode fast 
enough lo keep the lead I didn't care 
particularly about getting off, without 
knowing what becaiu. of my compan- 
ions.

The debate was conspicuous in its ab- 
solute partisan feeling. The Radicals 
harped on the string of sweet melody to 
them — the Tribunal's decision. Tim 
dragged slowly along and the ten-minute 
speeches were bom ol no imagery to en- 
chant the most alleutive auditor The 
hour lor its close wa* drawing nigh when 
the dull monotone gave way to the fervid, 
burning eloquence of John Young Brown 
of Kentucky It is seldom the yonng 
Keoluckian force* hi* eloquent voice up- 
on the House He did it lo-day ia a 
manner whico recalls the *cene when be 
heaped the vial* of hi* virtuous indigna- 
tion nn the B. *.t. uufurlusately let loose 
from Massachusetts to play the dapper 
clown in the next Congress. In the ten 
minutes allotted to him, he wasted no 
idle words. The first word be uttered 
was pitched in a key which gave the sig- 
nal that logic, and not noise, was to fill 
the chamber His language waa a gem 
of epigrammatic, jewelled sentences — 
burning indignation, scorching in denun- 
ciation. He accepted the situation, but 
repudiated the Commission. He charged 
that party zeal had prevailed where wis 
dom nnd justice were expected. Hi* al- 
lusions, to the Congressional representa- 
tion on the Commission were as light aa 
air in comparison with the withering 
scoro he heaped upon the judicial 
branch, recalling (rom his log the 
names of those who had soiled the 
ermine of the bench, and gone 
down to posterity in infamy. He antici- 
pated the time in the near future when 
the names of Miller, Strong and 
Bradley would figure in history 
no less degraded Alluding lo the 
popular belief that the South had 
accepted overtures from the conspirators 
and made terms with ihem. he disclaimed 
the charge, adding with a swell of the 
deepest emotion, ''that any Southern man 
who acceptei a truet at the hand* or the 
usurper would be a political Pariah in 
his own home, and without following in 
hi* country." Then facing the Demo 
crats. he said: "Be patient, be moder- 
ate, be prudent. We can accept defeat; 
we can not accept dishonor. * 

The magic of his voice was electrical. 
Confusion instantly hushed into a silence. 
Garfield sat through it like a stoic; no 
shainefo him too heavy to bear. But 
Hoar writhed under the heavy excoria- 
tion Hi* pale face Hushed, and hi* usu- 
ally pallid ofieeka were turned to scarlet.

In arnmging our cr >;i-pl ttu for this 
MM. operations, we ought not to 
overlook the iinporlitnce of sweet pota- 
to.-. Among the provision crops 
•Well tvo can, ami all of us ought lo 
nip* Ml our farms, there is not one 
which we can grow at less cxpettso ami 
is none protitabb- than the sweet (iota- 
toe; anil yet so ahsorliod ait- we in 
other crops that M piy lit I 
to it, aud few of us do more 
a few bushels in some spare corner, 
enough '<i carry us barely toCliti-ttuas. 

It should lie remembered that for 
fattening hog- 1 , swt el potatoes tire verv 
nutritious, and cost less than half the 
price ot corn, ami coii.-t<|ueu!ly the 
meat would cost half the 'nice ol corn- 
futtened meat. A piomiueiit potato 
grower writes us that he makes all ihe 
meat he uses on sweet |Hitatoes at a 
cost of less than five cents |ter pound. 

A tweet potato crop can be made 
with very little laUir. After the 
ground is prepared ami the slips plan- 
ted, one tcrapiiig down with the hoe, 
then, soon alter, a ploughing, a sec- 
ond ploughing win ti the vines begin to 
run, and then a hilling up with a lioe, 
are all tbe work. 

I'nless the soil lie naturally rich, let 
it be made so by free-handed applica- 
tion of manure, if a good crop of sweet j '] 
|K)totocs are expected. The beat land 
tor them is what is called a Midi 
loam. Let fhis be well manured, 
broadcast, if practicable ; if not, in the 
hill or drill, and let it be well pulver- 
ized by frequent deep ploughing. —
